Early in 1836 several companies of volunteer soldiers recruited in the South- 
ern States landed on the gulf coast and joined Fannin at Goliad. Dr. Shackelford, 
of Courdtland, Alabama, commanded one called the Red Rovers. He was saved 
from the massacre with the other physicians, but his son and his nephew were 
slain. He returned to Alabama, where he died. 
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
